Exchange Service)— 'Way out in 
l^nsas there are two colleges, south- 
western College and Wichita College, 
between which es'sts a very bitter 
rivalry. This rivalry centers around 
the possession of a stone block, three 
feet long, two feet wide and a foot 
high, called the "Jinx Stone." 

Upon this stone is engraved 'n bas- 
relief, the figure of a Jinx.

On the 
contrary, according lo the inventor. 
m,odern "unrest" is Uie opposite of 
stagnation, and is, therefore, a gooil 
thing for the world. 

Although ho has often expressed his 
dissatliifacllon with broadcast musi- 
cal programmes, Mr. Edison declares 
In the Interview that the radio is a 
Sreat educator, and that It holds fast 
educational possibilities. Incidentally, 
he expresses the opinion that science 
will eventually cause the outlawry of 
war, because war will become so haz- 
ardous that no one will dare lo invoke 
it. 

Mr. EULsoii coiiienU.s thai wai-s will 
continue lo occur until the statesmen 
of the world realize the terrible haz- 
ards. If wars are ever outlawed, ha 
declares, It will not be the result of 
sentlment&I pleas but of the realiza- 
tion that science and in:\'entlon ii.ive 
made war a self-dealroylng weapo.ii. 
The sheer patriotism and coininonsense 
of educated people in all nation.s, sa>.s 
Mr. Edison, will bring about the end 
of the war idea.

It la . then that the. college itself loses 
sight of Its original purpose, and in 
catering to the new typo of student, 
allows such freedom, as to handicap 
tho more serious minded Individuals 
In their pursuit of learning. 

In one more way docs It fall in its 
purpose. Originally, wo believe, there 
were no short cuts lo a piofosKlonuI 
school, offered by the colleges. True, a 
man could, by dintjot hard work, pre- 
pare himself adoquntcly for tulmlsslon 
to .1. professional school. However, 
vlio.se who enrolled In college, were 
tlicro with the end In view of obtain- 
ing a general cultural education. After 
they hud received tills, they might, if 
they liked, enter tho gradliMte school. 
Tho college dd not, however, liicUido 
abbreviated courses, leading up to tho 
professional dopartments In tljelr cur- 
ricula. 

As the college Incrciu-od In popu- 
larity, they Installed tlic pro-profes- 
sional options, and d new typo of stu- 
dent, anxious to get into busincHs at 
the earliest possible time, began to en- 
roll. This, It was thought by many of 
the delegîite» at the convention, has 
done mon! lo liurni llic coUeKcs than 
anything else. In those inslllutlons, in 
which this plan was followed, it was 
found necessary to give the student 
much freedom In his selection of 
courses, outside of the required stud- 
'es, in order to balance the program. 
Tim granting of the liberty baa per- 
meated other Institutions, and now, 
even those colleges that do not prepare 
a man for ji professional school, have 
cut down their list of required courses. 
Tho responsibility Is almost entirely 
on the sludent. It is up to him alone, 
whether or not his four years are go- 
ing to be worth while. 

That Is how tho situation stand.i at 
prl-scnt. The Individual student, with 
his Indlvdual liberty, has very little 
In common with his neighbor. Tho 
ties th.il bind them to one another, 
are all fiund In cxtra-currl'.'ular acti- 
vities. The Intellectual ties are lack- 
ing. Our educational sy.«tem Is becom- 
ing more and more voaillonal In char- 
nclor.

Perhaa)s It accomplishes neither 
of the above alms, but is simply u 
pleasant Instltualon, In which the pur- 
suit Of education is subordinate to ex- 
tra-curricular activities. Perhaps H is 
a centro for tho otiltlvatlon of frlend- 
sliips. 

Whatever may l)o the primary pur- 
pose of tho college, it is obvious, from 
a thorough 'examination of the facts, 
and the sentlmont of more than two 
hundred rlelegatca at tho recent coii- 
gresa of tho National Student Feder- 
ation, tliat the average American dons 
not realize what It is. If he does, he 
does, not take it seriously. 

Jt has been said that it Is the fash 
ion to go to college. One goes be- 
cause his f:aher did, or because his 
father did not. At any rate, the >pros- 
porlty of tho country has enabled far 
more young m»n to enjoy tlie four 
year stay at collego than ever In the 
past. 

We do not mean to convey tlio im 
'pression that only this type of stii 
dent Is found within tho walls of tho 
college. What wa do maintain, how- 
over. Is that our educational system 
suffers at the present time, because 
of the increased popularity of the col 
lege. The presence of the )>ordo8 of 




Mo.^t of \>n can dis- 
cover slight definite pi-omise In our 
books. 

ThiR not particularly an Indict- 
ment. Nor would we face'.lously, 
quote Hurkc. There has probably 
never been as large a group of real 
student.^! u"! exists lod;iy.

Ho can Iv iinmf.-<rnt'.''y end 
ir.a >.'rlally sallsfle.1 with the v'ow of a 
task well-done, with the reputation 
that goes with contemporary achieve- 
ment. There can bo slight wonder thai 
the .Amor'can collopo student, with the 
youthful lock of perspective, turns to 
activities. Once turned and finding 
Ihat social and personal i>raise and 
blame depend on his success, it is not 
rcmaikablo for him to make every ef- 
fort for perfec'.ton. 

BU! If we cannot indict the collegi- 
ate race for not being studious, we 
hav« no right to use this characteristic 
as an excuse. It must si'ill seem odd 
that the undergraduate will be content 
with mediocrity :n his main college 
activity in order to be able to at'^n 
a perfect skill on the athletic field,* in 
the newspaper or magazine plant, or 
or. the college stage. 

Studies have boon made the rela- 
tons between colki?.^ grades and suc- 
cess in after li'e and direct correla- 
tion dliscovcred. Simular studios made 
of the relation of athletic activity and 
piiccesa in after life ailiow apparently 
no connection between the 'Jwo. 

'nils would seem to show that those 
oollegc men who have been sacrificing 
perfection In classroom work for per- 
fection in outside activity are on the 
wrong road. There Is uncovered a real 
need for an altlKude which would not 
niiike the man who does not give his 
all to his activity socially offcolour. 

After all, to lapso Into the easy 
prhase which Is so difficult, after all 
we mnbt learn to oon'»iln ourselves, to 
be wHllnB to play footiball without the 
f:n|.th of the expert, to enact plays

Tho 
grounil wa.« recently broken for the 
creation of a structure costing approx- 
imately 5590,000. and carrying an addi- 
tional sum of half that amount in en- 
dowments. fThe building wUl be com- 
pleted .ind ready for occupancy next 
September. 

The gymnasium which will be four 
stories in height, will have a floor area 
of 3i: by 128 feet, -n-lll be in Colonial 
style, and wll) be cons^uctod of red 
brick faced with limestone.

in the methods of attack and defense 
employed by ;lio teams, but in the 
titiire Hdoptie'd by the players. 

I il the fij-.st days of the game \he 
luotbaJl hero woB so padded' that he 
was .scarcely himself. He wore heavy 
slioc'S, shin pads, large, bulky, canvas 
pants loaded down with padding, thick 
elbow and shoulder pads, and long 
locI;« to protect his head In the days 
before head-guards. 

But this was too bulky, and as the 
game dtanged from one of brute force 
to one of sjieed and .nltrtncsK, tho 
equiiiiiient of the players also changed. 

First the sliln pads and nose guards 
fell by tho way.side. The headgear was 
Invented and îias gradually been made 
lighter until It now does not hinder 
the -wearer at all. The hip. shoulder, 
and t'lbow pads were lessened until 
they now protect tlic player without 
htuidicuppin^r his speed. 

And going even further, we luul 
some of the leadin« teams in the Kaat 
using silk pants. Jimmy PlieJari i of 
I'urdue introduoed the sjllt pants, ànd 
It has been adoptled by Knule Rockne 
of Notre Da,mc and several other lend- 
ing coaches. The silk pants cuj the 
playei-'s weight three or four pounds 
and give him more speed. 

The lea<lers m malting these changes 
have been Rockne, Fhelan. Pat Page 
of Indiana, and Pop Warner, coach of 
tho StaiilNjrd ebampions. 

Tho trio fb'st nanied have worked 
on UK-hicning the players' equipment, 
while Warner has tiled hia hand at 
makiflg it a bit safer. One of his most 
recent Ideas concerns the headguard. 
Pop has had very fine wire placed 
across the car-holes in t^ejtie^^^Pieces; 
This not only makes the priitiectiori of 
the ears more ■ complétée, . Jjiit - also 
inalfOs it .i<nppssiblp to lacl^ij^i^.^aln 



by grabbing tlio ear-flap of his hcad- 
ffu.ard. More, than onco a rimner has 
been brought down by a tackier who 
grabbed the eai -flap of the headguard. 

Warner alao has madu n couple of 
very clover pa'aoticu devices which 
have •■Udod in the development o.f the 
192« Pacific Coast Conference cham- 
pions. 

One of these is the tackling dummy, 
which he has Improved by putting a 
circular j)luoe of wood, ■which rcsombles 
a life-saver, around tlio dummy's 
walsl. In tackling tho dummy, the 
players are forced to gi'ab him below 
the hips, else Ihey will find their heads 
agalnj^t siiW pleco of wood. This 
leaches the boys to tackle 'low, one of 
the funiaàmontala of - défensive play. 

The .second in the "opiioBing line,' 
which he has bulit up. This is made 
up of five wooden posts, which uré 
padded. Tha five post's form the 
center of Ihe line and are about six 
feet higli. There is a beam connecting 
all five of these, and It Is necessary 
for Uhe bocks to run low through the 
'line unless they cure to drive their 
heads against the beam.

A great deal of attention hius been 
given to tho future of the college man 
afer his graduation.

When pat- 
nsHlum and chlorine are combining, an 
electron given oft by tlie potusslum 
goes to the chlorine and becomes a 
part of It.

The riiieston of the rotating electron 
was also dealt with. Dr. King and two 
physicists ut Utrecht having done much 
research work on this matter.'
